These are being used by some economic 
authorities at the basis of predictions of a boom in 
two « three years. It is bard to see however, how 
this can happen until the enormous load of debt whsch 
BOW cripples industrial effort has been very malenally 
lessened. 

There are other considerations which should not 
be overlooked by the seers. One of these a the very 
murky international situation. During the last twelve 
months the world has dnwn nearer to the abyss of 
war. Every nation has increased its expenditures lor 
armaments, and already Two great powers are invading 
weaker neighbors. Itkly i adventure in Ethiopia, aris¬ 
ing from the inevitable domestic exigencies-of a dicta- 
lorship. has produced a first-class crisis which is worry¬ 
ing (be various European governments beyond measure 
forcing them into the private military commitments 
which flourished to freely prior to 1914. Certain 
European nations are even now either altogether or 
partially on a war basis.' 

In the Far East. Japan, taking advantage of the 
distractions of the western world, is continuing her 
policy of carving up northern China, a policy upon 
which she is not united bv any means but which is 
inspired by the same militarist complex at that which 
bat forced Italy into what a likely to be an ill- 
starred venture Sooner or later the Japanese wedge, 
noW" operated by the war department independently 
«f the saner elements of the government, will tty- 
tounter an opposition much stiffer than protests. If 
ahe should continue her de-ami upon Mongolia, she 
it bound to run foul of Russia, for a Japanese 
Mongolia would be an imminent threat to eastern 
Siberia. 

If the military junta at Tokio were at all prudent 
it would hesitate before poceedmg with this danger¬ 
ous programme, for even il Japan has some under¬ 
standing with Germany—which is likely—she would 
find a formidable adversary in Russia which has 
the largest sinking force on land and in the air in 
the world. The two danger spot* which will cause 
general anxiety in 1936. therefore, are the Mediter¬ 
ranean and the'Far East. 

While ah improvement ip business conditions, in¬ 
creasing trad* and government revenues encourage the 
hope that Canada will make marked gams in 1936 
unless there should be on adverse reaction from the 
threatening international situation, the Dominion still 
must grapple with many problems before she can 
consider herself to be out of the woods. She has yet 
to reduce her enormous indebtedness which under all 
heads aggregates some seven billions of dollars. She 
must put federal and provincial relations on a satis¬ 
factory basis if she is to av oid serious domestic fnotion. 
She must reconstruct her (nation edifice so as to insure 
the municipalities against bankruptcy. She must give 
business initiative a chance to operate and expand. 
All of these are necessary to the development of a 
foundation without which the Dominion can not begin 
to realize the destiny for which she is naturally so

Revenue derived this year from the 
fifty ships amounted to 040,302.86. 
approximately 811,000 over last year, 
when 828.000 was received. In 1032 
the revenue was 834,71ft; In 1032 It 
waa 020.000; In 1021 It was 038.000. 
and In 1030 It waa 880,000. The dry- 
dock oost approximately 06,000,000 to 
build. 

The largest Job of the year was 
dona to the liner Niagara, which was 
badly damaged In eotlUton with the 
freighter King Egbert In July near 
Race Rocks. She waa In Esquimau 
for- three weeks, repairs being done 
by Yarrow** Limited. 

The four Empress liners were again 
put into the basin during the sum¬ 
mer for minor overhaul, but the Ca¬ 
nadian Pactfle paid no chargee for 
this work, the government donating 
the renUl as a means of aiding local 
shipyard workers over a lean season.
